Rtchmmads nd Linyx Duke, firit led the way,

Then Linox Duke againe, Duke Lodwicks Brother 
Was third, and goed Sowhamptey fourth another, 
Lord wri-th/ly next , Souchamptows Noble Sonhe, 
The race of his mortality did runne.

Thus his Obedience vpward, did bring downe 
Obcdicnce to his Perſon, and his Crowne.

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He did aduanncethe good, ſuppreſt the bad, 
Relicu'd the poore, and comforced the ſad: 
The widow, and the orphant fatherleſſe, 

He often hath ſuppli'd 1n their diſtreſſe, 

For why, torich and poore, to great and ſmall, 


He was a common Faber vnto all. 

His affabilitic and Princely partes, 

. Madchima mighty Conquerour of Hartes: 
Offenders whom the law of life depriues, 

His Mercie pardon'd, and preſern'd their liues, 
To priſoners, and peore captiucs miſcrie, 

Hc was a Magazine of charitie, 

For loſles that by ſea, or fire did come, 

He hath beſtowed many a liberall ſurnme. 
Bclides,for Churches, it moſt plaine appeares, 
That more hath bin repair'd in ewentic yeares 
fIn honour of our God, and Sauiours name) 
Then in an hundred yeares before he came. 
Our ancient famous Fauver ſuites, 

Dinine, and Hamane earnings Nurſeries: 
Such dewes of Grace, as the Almightics will, 
Was plcaſed(threngh thoſe Zimbecks)to diſtill.. 
Which ({pight of Rowyb rage, or Sathaxshate) 
Hath caufſ'd the glorious goſpell propogate: *
